Principal Locke briefly addressed 
the meeting.

REPORT OF SECRETARY-TREASURER STEPHENSON PRE- 
SENTED TO THE RATEPAYERS’ MEETING, FRIDAY EVENING 


LAST. 


To the Mayor, Council and Ratepayers of the City of Red Deer: 
Gentlemén:— 

‘For the fourteenth successive year I submit the annual financial re- 
port of the City of Red Deer. 

The following statements are submitted:— 

(1) Assessment and Tax Rates. P 

(2) Debenture Debt as of December 81st, 1921. 

(3), Revenues and Expenditures, _ 

(4) Cash Receipts and Disbursements to October 31st, 1921. 

(5) Revenue Assets and Liabilities as at October 3st, 1921. 

ASSESSMENT AND TAX RATES 

Little change was made in the City Assessment for 1921, but farm 
lands and subdivision lots in the School District were reduced. As pro- 
perty comes into possession of the City from Tax Sale proceedings, it is 
taken from the roll into the exemptions. 

For 1922 tmprovements must be assessed at 650% value and there 
will be a substantial reduction in the assessment of lands. The follow- 
ing table shows the variation in assessments and tax rates for the past 
ten years. In studying this it should be remembered that of late years 
an extra amount has been levied each year to provide: for uncollected 
taxes. I believe that the reserve thus built up will be sufficient to cover 
the loss on properties falling to the City for arrears of taxes. 

The increase in the tax rate of six mills over that of 1920 was en- 
tirely due to the large increase in the School demands for 1921 (over 
$10,000).

DEBENTURE DEBT 


The summary of this shows for what purposes the debt was created. 
No new issues were made during the year, and final payments were 
made on the debts for plank sidewalks, boulevards and isolation hospital. 
The total debenture debt has been reduced since 1914 by $88,642.72, and 
now stands at $281,278.66, or a per capita debt of $121.08. This is a little 
higher than is safe, but, as I have pointed out in previous years, our 
utilities are sufficient to support a much larger population with very 
little extension, so that with an increase of population and the yearly 
reduction being made in the debt being continued, this will adjust itself 
in a few years. We are still in the position of not being able to safely 
make new debenture issues for any purpose whatever if it is possible to 
avoid it. 

TREASURY BILL DEBT 

This amounts to $79,000. Interest at 6% is payable half vearly. 
$9,000 principal is due on July 1st, 1922, and $10,000 each on July 1st for 
the following seven years. These bills were issued on the security of 
arrears of taxes to the end of 1919 and lands to which the City secured 
title by Tax Sale proceedings, and as these are realized on, the money 
is deposited in a savings account and used to retire the treasury bills as 
they become due. Sis 

By reason of the Townsite Company and others defaulting payment 
of taxes, the City has come into possession of a great deal of vacant land 
which has a large potential value, but which cannot be quickly sold. 
This condition makes it imperative to change our policy of financing 
arrears of taxes, and I purpose as a solution of one phase of the problem 
to recommend to the City Council getting a charter amendment. if pos- 
sible, giving the City power to issue treasury bills.against the security 
of these lands for not more than the amount of taxes and costs against 
these lands to the end of 1921, making the bills payable at the end of 
10 or 15 years with interest only payable yearly or half yearly, and using 
the proceeds of the sale of the new issue to pay off the outstanding 
Treasury Bills and bank loans to the end of 1921. By this policy the 
ratepayers will not have to be taxed to provide for repayment of treas- 
ury bills. Proceeds of sales of this property from time to time will go 
into a sinking fund to pay off the bills at maturity. The City can also, 
if deemed advisable, sell lands on long term payments and get them back 
on the tax roll. It must be remembered, however, that in offering these 
lands for sale the City will be competing with owners of vacant pro- 
perty who have paid up their taxes in the hope of selling their lands. 
The situation is certainly a difficult one to devise a satisfactory solution 
for. 

REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 

This statement shows monies levied and earned by the City whether 
collected or not, and when made at the end of the year corresponds with 
the profit and loss statement of a merchant. Being made before the 
close of the financial year, it is necessarily not an exact one. as esti- 
mates have to be made for two months, and unforseen expenditures fre- 
quently crop up, but it will be approximately correct. 

Our revenues are very restricted, the Provincial Government still 
taking revenues rightfully belonging to the City. I am hopeful that the 
new Government will divide up the revenues taken from the City and 
give us power to raise additional revenues ourselves. Unless this is done 
the position of most of the Municipalities of Alberta will be hopeless. 
Our City expenditures have again been kept down to a minimum. and I 
cannot see where the City can reduce its present expenditures any and 
maintain efficiency.

The enrollment of the schools is—High School 153, Public School +617; 
total 670—and the cost for educating each pupil for 1921 is $67.83. «i 
the total High Schoo! enrollment, 61 or 40 per cent are from outside the 
Red Deer School District, and the cost of educating these outside pupils 
is $4,137.63. I am informed that the Government gives a grant of about 
$2,000.00 for taking in these outside pupils. The ratepayers of Red Deer 
pay the balance of $2,137.63. Of the total of High School pupils 153, 
only 66 are~children of taxpayers of the Red Deer School District, and 
of the total school enrollment of 670 only 290 or about 40 per cent are 
children of school taxpayers. Another illustration: There. are 41 child- 
ren from the Village of North Red Deer attending the schools. The cost 
of educating those children for 1921 is $2,781.03. I find that we have col- 
lected $1,078.39 school taxes from the Village of North Red Deer this 
year, and assuming that we will collect the same as last year $1,289.03; 
by the end of the year, the deficit will be $1,492.00 which, under the law 
at present in force, the ratepayers of the City of Red Deer must make 
up. I belieye the proportion of school taxes collected from those por- 
tions of the Municipalities of Pine Lake and Golden West that are with- 
in the limits of the Red Deer School District, will be even less. It is 
surely the duty of the Government to provide education for every boy 
and girl, and I hold that it is the duty of the ratepayers of Red Deer to 
provide for the education of the children of Red Deer only, and that the 
Government or the outside Municipalities should pay for the cost of 
educating pupils from outside the City. The arrears of taxes on lands 
in the School District outside the City limits are over $46,000. The pre- 
sent condition is unbearable and if the Government will not give relief 
the only remedy I can see is for the City of Red Deer to do without the 
small Government grant and educate its own children and let the out- 
side Municipalities arrange to educate their children, or have the School 
Board levy and collect its own taxes. In the latter case the taxpayers 
of the City would be responsible for their share of the annual deficit in- 
stead of having to also assume the share of the outside district. 


HOSPITALS 


During the past year, 457 patients were admitted to the Red Deer 
Memorial Hospital, and the number of hospital days were 5,155. Of these 
the percentages used from Municipalities were as follows:—

Residents of the City of Red Deer have had just 14 per cent of the 
use of the Hospital, and 86 per cent of the service has been used by out- 
siders. I presume this condition has applied for years past. The tax- 
payers of the City of Red Deer have paid out in taxes about $32,000 to 
support this Hospital, and when unfortunate enough to have to use it 
have paid the same fees as outsiders who paid nothing to support it. 
Service has been given for less than cost and the taxpayers of the City 
have paid the loss. This condition cannot continue. I do not know how 
the finances of the Hospital stand to-day. I am informed that thou- 
sands of dollars of accounts are owing to the Hospital by outside Muni- 
cipalities who are, under the law, responsible for thé Hospital accounts 
of their residents, and before the ratepayers of the City of Red Deer are 
called upon to pay taxes to cover deficits in operation, these accounts 
should be collected. It is also my opinion that the hospital fees should 
be re-adjusted to a cost basis, and taxpayers of Red Deer charged lower 
fees than non-taxpayers, 


I am convinced that the providing of School and Hospital service 
for outsiders at the expense of the taxpayers of the City of Red Deer is 
largely responsible for our financial troubles, and I am further convinced 
that the taxpayers have reached the limit of ability to pay. If the con- 
ditions of financing the schools and hospital are remedied to relieve the 
present unfair conditions, taxes in Red Deer can be materially reduced. 


I believe that we have got over the worst period and that, with the 
inevitable improvement in general financial conditions that-is bound to 
come soon, we will make steady progress. The commencement of oper- 
ation into Red Deer of the Canadian National Railways will be the turn- 
ing point in our history and, I fully believe that it will be operating be- 
fore next spring and that it will prove of much greater benefit to Red 
Deer than most people think. Red Deer is bound to make progress and 
grow steadily and will become one of the best cities in Alberta. 


During the year, the Mayor and Council have given much time and 
thought to the City business. We do not always agree on questions of 
policy. That is inevitable, but all are trying to do what they consider 
best for the City’s interests. : 


All the City’s departments have been kept to the highest standard 
of efficiency, and each employee of the City is always doing his best. 
The utmost harmony prevails among the employees and each helps the 
others on all possible occasions. It is a great pleasure to work with 
these men. There is a very high standard of citizenship in Red Deer 
and a good Incentive to give the best service, which I am sure all are 
trying to give. 


I thank the Mayor, Aldermen and employees for the assistance and 
co-operation given me at all times. I have tried to serve them and the 
ratepayers to the best of my ability and to administer my share of the 
City work honestly and fairly.

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LIGHTNING ZONES 


The time-worn theory that “light- 
ning never strikes twice in the same 
place” has been modified by forest 
experts of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to this extent: 
Lightning very often strikes in nearly 
the same places. It has its zones, in 
other words, where its appearance may 
usually be counted on with each elec- 
trical storm, 

With the accumulation of data on 
causes and locations of fires in the 
national forests, these lightning zones 
could be mapped out and protective 
measures introduced—such as fire lin- 
es, regulated grazing, and cleaning 
out of dead trees—which would more 
or less automatically control lighting 
fires at the start, the fresters  be- 
lieve. If these lightning zones were 
80 mapped they could doubtless show 
a markedly close relation to certain 
types of topography and sometimes 
more or less localized sections of 
many forests. 

Next to campers and sparks from 
locomotives, lightning ranks _ third 
as the source of fires in the national 
forests. The records of the Forest 
Service of the department show that 
for the year 1914 to 1918, inclusive, 
lightning caused on the average 30 per 
cent. of all the fires reported. How- 


ever during 1920, a very unusual seas- 


on, over 50 per cent. of the 6078 fires 
that occurred in the national forests 
were set by lightning.

“When the “Cease Fire’ sounded

ang to consequent want and distress. 
Nevertheless, the occasion was chos- 
en for proclaiming the gospel of social 
revolution; less work was to be done 
and higher wages were to be paid, and 
capital, essential 'to the creation of 
new and larger fields of employment, 
was made nervous by foolish talk of 
“the nationalization of the means of 
production”; proposals were even ad- 
vanced for fts complete or partial con- 
fiscation. In any event, there would 
probably have been a setback in trade; 
but who, after studying our economic 
history during the past two or three 
years, can doubt far worse than 
they would have been had it not been 
for the three hundred and more strik- 
es which have occurred since the 
Armistice? The miners endeavored to 
hold the nation to ransom; the mould- 
ers refused to work; the joiners seuc- 
ceeded in pringing all shipbuilding 
practically to a standstill; and so on. 
The results are being felt ‘today in 
thousands of working homes, the 
heads of which were the mere instru- 
ments of a mad policy.

Will Buy a Larger Safe to Accom« 
modate Books and Papers—Want 
Roads Opened Up North and East 
of Waskasoo School—A« Case of 


Need—Amendments Suggested to 
M. D. Act re Hospital Charges. 


M. D. of Pjne Lake Council met at 
the Council room on November 
27th, Reeve Fiske, Councillors Dar- 
ragh, Reay, Pixley, :Walde, and Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Trueman present. 

Will Buy a Safe 

Mr. J. P. Renton, agent for J. & J. 
Taylor Safe Co., Toronto, appeared be- 
fore the Council with reference to a 
fireproof safe. The present cabinet 
was inadequate, not being able to 
accommodate the assessment roll and 
other important ‘books. A three-cor- 
nered deal could be arranged, Mr.True- 
man said, whereby the present cabinet 
could be exchanged, leaving the M. D. 
to pay $450, f.o.b. Toronto in three 
years without interest for the larger 
fireproof safe. The Council was sat- 
isfled that more protection should be 
accorded the books and documents, 
and considered this a much better deal 
than they were liable to get in a long 
while. It was an absolute necessity, 
was Mr. Pixley's opinion as he moved 
the motion for the purchase, which 
was carried. 


Want Roads Opened Up 


Mr. W. Evans appeared before the 
Council with regard to the road from 
Waskasoo School to the Edmonton trail 
on the township line between 1-38-28- 
4, and 6-38-27-4, and the draining of 
the slough by digging the ditch; $284 
had been spent on the road round the 
hill, Mr. Walde said. An offer of $800 
had been made by local men to dig 
the ditch and grade the road, he add- 
ed. The Council had thought the cost 
would be too heavy this year; further 
that last summer the Council was will- 
ing to pay its share of the drain and 
do the grading, providing the owners 
paid their share of the drain. The 
owners had taken no action. Mr. 
Mohring had figured on $1500 for the 
work. Mr. Evans wanted the chance 
to work out some taxes on roadwork; 
he doubted whether the owners would 
go to the expense of draining at pre- 
sent. Those who wanted the road 
were those south of Waskasoo school. 
The Council was disposed to stand by 
its action of July 9, offering to pay the 
cost of an estimate by an engineer of 
the cost of draining the slough. 

Mr. Walde thought the _ road to- 
wards Waskasoo school from Spiers 
corner on the east, south of secs. 4 
and 6, was more important, so as to 
get from east to west two miles with- 
out going through Red Deer. He 
hoped the Government would put in 
the bridge. 

Mr. Hugh Bower thought the M. D. 
could put in the’ bridge themselves. 
They should not always be expecting 
the Government to build these small 
bridges. 


“We have our hand out, true,” re- 
plied Mr .Pixley, ‘but we have got no- 
thing put in it.” He was opposed to 
the Councils building bridges; let the 
‘Government take all bridges requiring 
piles, and the Council the roads, re- 
lieving the Government there. Mr. 
Walde had planned to fix up one mile 
of this road south of 4 and 5 in 1922. 
Mr. Pixley wants three small bridges 
down his way, which have been peti- 
tioned for for two years.

“Under ‘the auspices of the | Work- 
men's:Compensation Board of Alberta, 
a./First Aid to the Injured” class was 
organized in'Red Deer on Wednesday 
evening last, 3) ie 
, Commissioner J.-A. Kinney, of Ed- 
monton;who was in the city’ a” few 
days, gave'a'ibrief~ outline* of the 
Board's’. regulations. respecting — the. 
prevention of accidents and the neces- 
sity pf proper treatment being. ‘given. 
immediately (by. competent | workmen. 
to:those who were injured, Mr. Kinnéy, 
Stating: that during the. year 1920‘ six 
thou'sand four ‘hundred accidents had 
Deen reported 'to. the Workmen’s €om- 
pensation: Board, and though many of 
these accidents were of, but a slight 
nature, and didnot necessitate; any 
loss of. ‘time on the part of the work- 
men, there were, however, many of the 
accidents-that had ‘resulted. in -per- 
manent. disability,” and ‘in ‘eighty-one 
cases the ‘accident resulted in™ ‘the 
death of the ‘workmen... _» : 
4 ‘The ‘Commisisoner, stated’ that. em- 
‘| ployers and: workmen ‘generally. were 
co-operating with the’ Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Board in ‘the prevention of 
industrial accidents, and though in 
many cases compliance wit hthe Acci- 
-dent Prevention Regulations ‘meant a 
ronsiderable outlay on the part of the 
employer, there was a manifest de- 
sire on his part to safeguard work- 
men in his eniploy. 

‘While the artivities of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Board in connec- 
tion with the organization of First 
Aid classes haq only extended for a 
period of a few moniths of this year, 
there were.now between seven and 
eight hundred men and women engag- 
ed in ‘the various industrial centres of 
the province who are receiving train-

the Board had received every assis- 
tance from members of the medical 
profession generally, and ‘the doctors 
when requested had volunteered their 


services and, wherever classes were 
organized, were giving the necessary 
medical Jectures. : nee 
Assistance in this work was also 
given by many ‘competent First Aid 
men, men who for most part had serv- 
ed overseas and had practical experi- 
ence in administering “First Aid to 
the. Injured.” 

- The class organized last Wednes- 
day evening in Red Deer is represeti- 
tative of the principal industries car- 
ried on here. Men were present from 
the Western Gen. Blectric Company, 
the A. Fyfe Plumbing Company, Red 
Deer Tent and Mattress Company, W. 
#, Lord Company, Campbell, Wilson 
.& Horne, wholesalers, Provincial Gov- 
ernment Teléphone, Red Deer Whole- 
gale Grocery Company, Windsor Gar- 
age, and several of the local depart- 
ments of the C.P.R.. 

It was decided to hola these First 
Aid classes every Friday evening at 8 
p.m. in the city hall, the first lecture 
to be given next Friday evening, De- 
cember Sth, 1921, at 8 pm. Dr. Mc- 
Kenzie, of Red Deer, has offered ‘to 
give medicat lectures to the class and 
will be at the hall at the appointed 
time. 

This class is fortunate in having a 
number of qualifiea First Aid men in 
Red Deer who have kindly consented 
to assist Dr. McKenzie in the” work. 
Mr. Merriott and Mr. John Steed- 
man of the C.P.R. shop are holders of 
St. John (Ambulance Association 
Medallions. Mr. McEwan, Mr. Muir 
and Mr. Harris are all qualified First 
Aid men and have kindly consented to 
assist in the First Aid work in Red 
Deer. 

Mr. A. M. Filmer, . of Campbell, 
Wilson & Horne, was’ elected Secre- 
tary of the class, and the necessary 
number of St. John Ambulance Associ- 
ation Text Books and bandages will 
be forwarded to him from Edmonton 
in time for the first meeting. 

It ie the intention of the Board ‘to 
forward a set of charts, also a set of 
splints for the use of the doctor and 
instructors. The Board will also have 
their Superintendent of First Aid, 
(Mr. Duncan McDonald, of , Calgary, 
call at Red Deer and give instructions 
to these interested in the Manual Sys- 
tem of Resuscitation.

‘In answer to an enquiry of Mr. Hogg, 
Mr. Gaetz said one reason why cost 
had ‘increased was that in one year 
alone salaries had to be raised three 
times or lose our staff of teachers. 
Then, it might be asked are we paying 


jigher-salaries than other places? He 


said we were not, but we were paying 
less than other places, as teachers in 
teaving Red Deer almost invariably 
got an increase of salary in the new 
situation. Then coal had gone up, and 
more coal was.used, which made a 
great increase in cost. ~° 

- The chairman sald~school taxation 
was lthe great load we hiad to bear. Yet 
there wagy.no branch. of service as 
necessary as our educational ‘nstitu- 
tions. He did not criticize the School 
Board. Last year he had compliment- 
ed them on ‘their, efforts, but what he 
wanted to impress on citizens was that 
we could not get on much longer be- 
fore reaching the breaking point. Our 
taxes must be reduced somehow; that 
is what he desired to impress on the 
ratepayers. ; 

Inspector Gibson asked if the , Com- 
missioner had any data of this ques- 
tion in other places, . 

The Commissioner said he had not, 
but as far as he could find out every 
place in Alberta was struggiing with 
the same problem; it was not confined 
to Red Deer alone. 

Mr. Gibson was pleased ‘to hear 
that. 

The meeting was ‘then thrown open 
to hear the Aldermen, and Alderman 
Stone was called on to address the 
ratepayers as the senior alderman. 

He said that he had sat on the 
Council for five years. He had al- 
ways done all in his power to serve 
the city during his tenure of office. 
He hoped the citizens would nominate 
three good men to fill the seats on the 
Council. He would stand if the people 
wanted him, but he was not looking 
for nomination; and as he had had 
flve years’ service, he had done his 
duty. He hoped more ‘interest would 
be taken in the nominations this year, 
and if three good men were nominat- 
ed, he was willing to retire. | 
iAld. Broughton made a very interest- 
ing addrees, touching on schcol taxes, 
the 50 per cent. improvement tax, tax 
collection, vacant land owned by the 
city, advocating giving preperty to 
citizens if they would build thereon. 
He opposed making grants to differ- 
ent organizations, as the principle 
was bad. 2 

Ald. Turnbull was in favor of abol- 
ishing the service tax, as he thought 
that the tax could not be worked in 
Red Deer. ‘There were a lot of C.P.R. 
men in Red Deer, and he thought it a 
good idea for them to get a representa- 
tive on ‘the Council. He did not think 
the Council had done so bad in ‘the 
collection of ‘taxes. . With regard to 
the tax on improvement, he said we 
should go to the legislature and ask 
them to allow us to put on our own 
valuation. He thought the govern- 
ment should not have insisted on us 
putting on a 50 per cent. tax on im- 
provements. He thought the business 
tax should be reduced. He would 
again stand flor office, and asked the 
electors-for their support. 

Ald. White thanked the electors for 
placing him on the Council. He 
had tried to serve ithe people, ‘but 
found that bussiness interests would 
not allow him to again stand for office. 

Ald. Best said he was pleaseg to see 
such a large meeting, and so quiet and 
orderly. He thought the people were 
quiet here tonight, but jumped on him: 
on the street. He thought it was a 
shame that we had to pay so much for 
the hospital. He thought we either 
ought to make outsiders pay up or 
close the hospital to them. He could 
not see that we could reduce our 
taxes much the coming year. 

Ald. Goodey had enjoyed the work 
on the Council during the past year. 
He had done bis duty as he saw it. 
He had not expected to be a member 
last year, but he had offered his ser- 
vices and~had ‘been accepted. He 
felt that a contest was a good thing. 
He hoped good men would be selected 
to serve on ‘the Council for next year. 

Mayor Collison stateq he was stand- 
ing for re-election as Mayor for 1922, 
which was greeted with pleasure by 
the meeting. 

Mr. McCreight protested against 


‘the way he had been treated regarding 


the collection of his pusiness tax. He 
contended he was not treated fairly. 

The Commissioner replied that he 
haji only acted under instructions 
from the Council. At the request of 
the meeting he read a list of the busi- 
ness ‘taxes still unpaid. For the most 
part the list was comprised of people 
who had moved out of the city and all 
had paid part of their ‘taxes. 

Mr. McCreight found fault with 

members of the Council for trying to 
get another hotel in the city, when 
there was no money in the business, 
and the meeting for some time was 
taken up with personalities. 
. J. E. Welton, Secretary of the 
School Board, stated tthat he was 
pleased to inform the meeting that 
the School Board would have a surplus 
of about $5,000, as the government 
grant was a little more than expected, 
and ‘tthe Boarg had also done its ut- 
most to save all it could during the 
past year. 

This information was received with 
pleasure by the meeting. 

The National Anthem closed pro 
ceedings at 12.20 o’clock in the morn- 
ing.

NILE SUDD TO BE UTILIZED 
FOR MAKING POTASH 


A tangled mass of floating vegetable 
matter, called sudd, has always been 
a hindrance to navigation on the 
great Egyptian River Nile. H has to 
be removed, and now it is going to 
be utilized for the production of pot- 
ash, nitrates and other valuable chem- 
icals. The sudd, when dried, con- 
tains about one-fifth of the thermal 
energy in a ton of coal together with 
about 45 Ibs. of potassium salts. By 
one process it is intended to burn the 
sudd in a gas-producer ‘plant, and with 
the resulting gas drive a gas engine 
and a dynamo, using the current 
therefrom to electrolyze the potash 
salts obtained from the ashes. By ~ 
another process similar results are 
obtained by burning the sudd_ to 
charcoal in an oven heated by the 
sudd, and then using the charcoal for 
the manufacture of similar chemicals,

., We were in Caribbean Sea when we 
were first caught by axcyclone, First 
we took in_everything?but the lower 
topsails and tried to run before it. 
But even that was too much canvas, 
60 we tried to take it-in. But the wind 
saved us the trouble by blowing them 
away just as the men started up aloft. 
So on -we ‘skimmed under bare -poles 
hour. after hour. The weather was 
getting worse and worse, and soon we 
were in terrible conditions. The sea 
had washed away or smashed every- 
thing moveable, and the deck was an 
undescribable scene of wreckage. 
Worse than this, however, our old tim- 
bers were not standing the starin and 
_we were taking water in much faster 
than we could pump it out. 


SHIP IN EXTREMIS 


On and on we went, expecting each 
moment to be our last. To make mat- 
ters worse, we got 4n among the 
islands and very careful , navigation 
became necessary in order not to run 
aground. I heard the captain and 
the first officer discussing the situ- 
ation. Both were agreed that practi- 
cally our only chance lay in running 
the ship in under :the lee of a.certain 
island, where she ‘would be in com- 
parative safety. This, however, would 
be a ticklish business, as out, of a 
mile of storm ‘tossed ‘water there 
was only a 40-foot channel through 
which to steer the vessel. Just at that 
moment there was an ominous crack 
and the foremost began to lean over. 
Instant action was necessary. With a 
mast Overboard and still fast to the 
ship by the rigging, the vessel would 
‘turn broadside on, and‘one of these 
tremendous seas nvould be sufficient to 
overturn her. The captain and the 
first officer sprang forward. Just as 
they reached the foc’s'le a fearful sea 
washed over her. When it cleared 
away the first officer had disappeared, 
while the captain’s form was hanging 
to the lee rigging. 

Like madmen the crew set to work 
to clear away the foremaaet, while one 
of the A. B.’s and I carried the captain 
aft°to his cabin. He was uncon- 
scious, and as far as I could see, as 
good as dead. His skull waz fearfully 
smashed, his left arm was broken, he 
barely seemed to breathe. I laid him 
in his bunk, covered him up, and went 
up on deck again. In a few minutes 
we would be making that island, but 
now, with both the captain and the 
first officer gone, our-h6pes-were dead, 
for there was no one on board who 
knew that channel. The second offi- 
cer had taken the wheél,.but I could 
see from his face that he had no hope 
of getting us through. For five min- 
utes I stood there, then I saw him 
grit his teeth and brace himself, We 
were almost there. 

FIGURE BY MY SIDE 


Just then I became aware of a 
figure by my side, and the captain ap- 
peared before my unbelieving ,eyes. 
Without a word he took the wheel 
‘from the second officer. His face was 
terribly pale and clotted , with 
‘blood. ‘There was a faraway look in 
hig eyes, as ,without hesitation, he 
handled the wheel, turning it now one 
way, now the other, as we proceeded 
along the channel, In that raging sea 
he achieved a feat of seamanship that 
I will never be able to express in 
words, All the time he never spoke a 
word to us. Indeed, he seemed ut- 
‘tarly unaware of our presence. He 
looked as one, unconscious, who is be- 
ing driven by some outer, uncontrol- 
lable force. Then, when we were in 
the comparatively calm waters, he 
suddenly let go of the wheel and 
turned away. I sprang to his place 
and remained there until both an- 
chors had been dropped and were 
safely moored. 

Then, without wasting a second, I 
rushed to his cabin to see if I could 
ao anything for him.

NEW ASPECT 
TO PARLEY AT 
WASHINGTON | 


Conference Develops Into Two Nation 
Affair Touching Naval Armament 


Washington, December 1.—The 
Washington conference assumed a 
new aspect today. It has developed 
temporarily into a _ series of two- 
nation discussions upon questions of 
major importance on both the naval 
and far eastern problems. 

The delegations of the United Stat- 
es and Japan picked up the work 
which the naval experts were compell- 
ed to abandon yesterday—the settle- 
ment of the capital ship ratio ques- 
tion. Japan, it is understood, enter- 
ed the discussions still determined to 
maintain her position in regard to the 
computation of the naval figures. 
This is that ships under construction 
should not be included. It would 
bring her a higher ratio than that al- 
lotted to her in the United States pro- 


posals. The United States delegates 
are determined that ‘the United 
States figures must stand, and in 


this they are believed to have the sup- 
port of the British delegates, though 
the latter are leaving it to the Unit- 
ed States to persuade Japan that her 
position is wrong. 


BRITISH DECIDED 


The British, it has been indicated, 
have reached a decision on the point 
and are prepared to accept the pro- 
posed ratio at the plenary session to 
be held next week. Meanwhile the 
United States and Japanese delegates 
will thresh the matter out. 

That the United States delegates 
are likely to win their point is the 
general impression of observers here. 
Ther’xare indications that they are 
becoming impatient at the delay and 
will make no concessions to Japan in 
the matter. The question has been 
raised as to whether the Japanese are 
not merely bargaining and there {is an 
impression that they will give in 
whenever they see that further argu- 
ment is useless. A spokesman for the 
United States deelgation has indicat- 
ed very clearly that the figures in the 
Hughes’ proposals must etand.

PRINCESS MARY TO 
MARRY ENGLISHMAN 


The betrothal of Yrincess Mary. 
only daughter of King George and 
Queen Mary, to Viscount. Lascelles, 
was annourtced by the King at Buck- 
ingham Palace on November 22. WVis- 
count Lascelles (HenryGeorgeCharles 
Lascelles) is the eldest son of the Earl 
of Harewood, and is thirty-nine years 
of age. Princess Mary was ‘but twen- 
ty-four years old last April. The Vis- 
count, who was educated at Eton, was 
an attache at the British Embassy in 
Rome from 1905 to 1907, and Aide-de- 
Camp to the Governor-General of 
Canada from 1907 to 1911, and served 
with distinction in the great war. He 
was three times wounded ‘and won the 
Distinguished Service Order and Bar 
and the French Croix de Guerre. The 
Lascelles family is one of the oldest 
in Yorkehire, dating back to the reign 
of Edward I., but the Earldom was not 
created until late in the eighteenth 
century, the present Earl being the 
fifth of the line. Viscount Lascelles, 
who is heir to the Earldom, is credited 
with being one of the richest young 
peers in England. The family has 
long been a wealthy one.
